Is Mastered 


By Skavlem 


' The mystery of the artistry with 
which American Indians 
centuries 


ago fashioned faultless arrowheads 
from hardest stones with only a 
piece of dried bone for a tool has 
been fathomed. The art has been 
rediscovered by a white man, Hal- 
Ter L. Skavlen, naturalist, archae- 
ologist, historian and lover of the 
great out-of-doors. By sheer rea- 
soning and years of patient experi- 
ment, he has come into possession 
of the secret. 
At his summer home at the Carce- 


joy hunting and fishing lodge, Lake 
Koshkonong, Mr. Skavlen has made 
arrowheads of flint and jasper just 
as delicate in artistry and perfect 
in design as any fashioned by In- 
dian masters of the art. To prove 
his possession of the art, Mr. Skav- 
len has taken scores of specimens of 
arrowheads furnished by archaeolo- 
gists of the state university and 
mado duplicates so faithful in d^- 
sign that experts were unable to tell 
which was original 
and which the 


duplicate. 
In fashioning the arrowhead, he 


places the flint to be chipped against 
the edge of a 
block of wood with 


the edge of the stone at a slight 
angle. Then, with a deft movement. 
the real secret of the Indian's mys- 
tery, and acquired only after long 
practice, he exerts pressure against 
the flint crystals with the bone too] 
that he holds in his right hand. He 
illustrates his method as he talks,- 
but "you get into deep water when 
you attempt to explain a conchoidal 
fracture," he said. 


As tho chips of flint fly. beneath 


the rapid working of the bone tool, 
Mr. Skavlen fashions the arrow- 
head. His mystery of the secret is 
proved by tiney totems—bear,-dear, 
turtles and 
others—that he 
has 


made and which are so small they 
can be hidden beneath a dime. Mr. 
Skavlen has made surveys of more 
than 500 Indian mounds and has col- 
lected more than 300 of the 357 na-

But 
great as was old Fits' record the 
list of knockouts he hung up .was 
not as long as that which Dempsey 
compiled in four short years."

was credited with two knockouts, 
while Dempsey has ended five bouts 
with the count of ten.

' Lloyd Jones. So far as 
anything 


can be foretold in this world, the 
choice of Mr. Evans to serve as suc- 
cessor to Mr. Jones Is wholly- wise, 
and gives fine promise for the fu- 
ture of the work which is now trans- 
ferred from the one man to the 
other, 


Mr. Evans was bom at Aberdare, 


Glamorganshire, Wales, in 
1887. 


Like 
Mr. Jones; 
therefore, Mr. 


Evans is a Welshman and has a'l 
the virile energy and genius char- 
acteristic of this race. His parents 
came to the United States when he 
was three years of age, and settled 
in Scranton, Pa. He received his 
early_ education in the night schools 
of this city and later on attended the 
Scranton Business college and Buck- 
nell university, Lewisburg, Pa. 
He 


then went to England and studied 
successively at 
Oxford- university 


and at Paris. He began.his work as 
a Christian minister in. an English 
Church in Wales, the Memorial. Bap- 
tist' Church, Euilth, Wells, Br'ecor.- 
shire, Wales, where he was ordain- 
ed in 1903. Shortly thereafter he 
was called to the ministry 
of the 


Kings Street Baptist Church, Aber- 
tillery, 
Monmouthshire," where "he 


remained five years. While here he 
was closely associated with, radical 
social reformers and was active in 
the early work leading to the or- 
ganization of the British Labor Par- 
ty. In his parish he gave much.of 
his energy to the building up of in- 
stirutional work along progressive 
modern lines, which remains today 
as a vital factor in the community 
life. One of the young laymen, who 
co-operated with Mr. Evans .in this 
work, is now a member of the Brit- 
ish Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions; and another is a leading influ- 
ence in the Council,of the Miners' 
Federation. Mr. Evans's classes in 
economics, psychology; ethics, civics, 
trade 
unionism, literature, 
and 


world religions, gave to the church 
a remarkable influence in/Abertil- 
lery, and prepared many yonng men 
for study at the Labor Colleges in 
Oxford and in London. Already', at 
this time also','he was turning to the 
more liberal 
aspects 
of Christian 


thought and was known as radical 
in his theology. 


At the climax of his work in this 


church, Mr. .Evans suffered a break- 
down in health, and for over a year 
sought 
recovery 
in travel, which 


brought h^m to America. 
He de- 


cided to remain here, and after he 
had recovered his health 
entered 


upon some special, work under: the 
late 
Professor Walter Rauschen- 


busch, at Rochester, N. Y. In due 
season he accepted an invitatian to 
the pulpit of the Baptist church at 
Lowville, New, York, where he rs- 
mained four years'. A colleague of 
Mr. Evans in Lowville, Dr. Earn- 
shaw, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church in the town; has borne testi- 
mony that his pastorate "marks'a 
chapter of large significance in the 
history of Lowville." It was char-( 
acterized by an unflinching.teaching-'. 


of liberal theology, a bold interpre- 
tation of social problems, and a pas- 
sionate intensity of spiritual con- 
viction. No 
preaching 
like 
Mr. 


Evans's had ever been known before 
in Lowville and 
its_ neighborhood, 


and it was made possible only by the 
eloquence of the minister's speech, 
the transparent 
sincerity of his 


thought, and the noble and unselfish 
devotion of the'man himself.-There 
could be no denying of this brave 
prophet of truth and justice. Rap- 
idly and surely he found his_ way as 
a dominant,'transforming influence 
into the lives of the people; a dis- 
tinguished citizen of Lowvilie, a 
Judge of the District Court, testi- 
fies that Mr. Evans led the church 
and town through an intellectual 
reconstruction into a new and mod- 
ern world. In the community Nat 
large, Mr. Evans "was always t'ce 
strongest 
force; his most notable 


achievement was the 
organization 


of a series of community meetings, 
in which he was-atle to mobilize the 
whole' community, Catholics and 
Protestants alike_, in a great work 
of civic fellowship and social prog- 
ress. It is not surprising that whi-n 
he went away he left behind- him, to 
quote Dr. Earnshaw again, "A de=p 
realization of privation and loss, a 
sense of disruption and severance, a 
feeling of sincere gratification that 
he was to labor in a larger field." 


Mr. Evans left Lowville in 1915 
to' accept a call to the Unitarian 
church at Dayton, Ohio. He came 
to this church at the suggestion and 
on the recommendation of Rev. Har- 
vey D. Brown, associate minister 
with Rev. John Haynes Holmes of 
,the Community 
Church of ''New 


'York, who_ had known him in con- 
nection with h'is social activities. 
Mr. Evans took up his work in Day- 
ton-with jrreat vigor, stressing from 
the first three lines of activity. At 
the start he. emphasized the preach- 
ing of thorough-going'spiritual rad- 
icalism, and was .rewarded by hay- 
ing; his. audience increase more th<n 
20 per cent above any previous av- 
erage. Secondly, he .organized a 
' series of church "At Homes," which 
stamped the church at once as n 
center of democratic life.- Thirdly, 
he uciertook to hitch up his churcl 
with the social-work of the city-by 
placing each and every member at 
some specific task of service. 
The 


result was a complete revitalizatio.i 
of the church in every department. 
It is pleasant to note that in sp^tc 
of his Unitarian affiliation, Mr. Ev- 
ans has returned each summer, dur- 
ing the past three years, to his old 
Baptist Church in Lowville, where 
crowded congregations always greet 
him. 


Mr. Evans is the author of a book 


entitled "Th'e Conflict in' Christian 
Beliefs," published 
in .1908. , This 


volume was an outgrowth of the 
"New Theology" movement- in Eng- 
land. 
The distinguished Dr. John 


Clifford of London describes it as a 
book calculated' "to .render worthy 
service to many," arid Prof. Ornlev 
commends it as "a masterly 
epi-; 


tome of the best modern scholar- 
ship."
